The case started promptly at 
o'clock with the courtroom thronged 
with veniremen and spectators, wit- 
nesees and lawyers and friends of the 
principal.

Soule, president of the state college of 
agriculture, the general assembly pays a 
merited tribute to Dr. Soule and to the 
institution itself, since the work of the 
one could not be dissociated from the work 
of the other.

By 
far the most valuable achievement of the 
school is the instillation of a new spirit 
in and a new attitude toward farming, on 
the part of Georgia’s farmers. The effects 
show materially, whether with regard to 
cotton, corn, cattle or what-not; above all, 
in the conviction gradually growing in all 
farmers that their calling is a high one, 
that science and the expert and the labor.

making steel rails or operating a corpora- 
tion.

She had strang visions thet she was 
a patricide, and it disturbed her peace of 
mind so that worry undermined her health 
and !t finally unseated her reason, and when 
she died in 1241 she lay in agony upon her 
bed crying “Will God forgive me?” 

The poor unfortunate woman is hardly to 
be held responsible for the crime she ac- 
cused herself of committing, for there is very 
Uttle evidence to show the man she ordered 
beheaded was her parent. Joanna was born 
in 1171. Her father, Baldwin, the Count 
of Flanders, was one of the heroes of the 
Fourth Crusade. At the head of his soldiers 
he took Constantinople and-he declared him- 
self emperor. 

At the time he set forth upon this cru- 
sade he had two daughters, the elder being 
Joanna and the younger Margaret. These 
daughters he left_In charge of their cousin, 
Philip of Namur. He also left his kingdom 
in Philip’s charge during his absence. 

The- count had only a very few months 
in which to enjoy the title and power of 
the Emperor of Constantinople, for he was 
defeated in a short time by the Bulgarians 
and was held a captive by them many years.

No mention of the names of the men 
needed were made by either side, but It 
has been generally expected that sev- 
eral of The Constitution men who went 
to the scene of the crime on that Sun- 
day morning, when The Constitution 
got out the exclusive extra telling of 
the crime, would be placed on the 
stand. 

Testimony as to statements made by 
Witnesses to newspaper men, as 
shown in the various papers, is also 
expected to be brought Into the trial.

In Mrs. Frank’s Appearance 


Up to the hour of the trial, Mrs. Leo 
M. Frank, wife of the young man now 
on trial for his life, charged with 
the murder of Mary Phagan, had kept 
in the background of the case. Daily 
she visited her husband at the jail, 
and brought him delicacies. She came 
quietly, and when she departed she 
created no stir of excitement among 
the hangers-on around the jail. She 
was accorded the most chivalrous 
treatment, and her desire to avoid 
notoriety was Tespected. Only once 
did an expression from her appear 
in the public prints, and then only 
because she felt her husband had 
not been fairly dealt with, and her 
wifely feelings compelled her to ex- 
press her opinion of certain phases of 
the case. 

7 Object of Great Interest. 

For this reason there was a great 
deal of curiosity as to whether she 
would be present at the trial, and 
when she did make her appearance 
|ghe was the object of an interest sec- 
ond only to that felt in her husband, 
by whose side she sat during the en- 
tire day. This interest, however, was 
not obstrusive or offensive. It was at 
all times respectful—a very natural 
interest which could not be repressed. 

Mrs. Frank {s a pretty woman, and 
she was dressed becomingly. She 
wore a thin China silk shirtwaist, a 
| black skirt and black hat, topped with 
tulle. When she entered the court- 
'room she wore a pair of white kid 
‘gloves, but as the trial progressed 
and the heat of the room became 
oppressive she removed them. 

Composed During Trial. 

Her demeanor was one of quiet

If she was one 
whit nervous amid the crowd ard the 
morbid scene which surrounded her, 
she did not display the fact. She was 
the type of the well-poised, capable, 
affectionate American wife swiftly ad- 
justing herself to a novel and trying 
situation.

The line-up, as was successfully 
forecasted by The Constitution some 
time ago, will be between those who 
favor and those who oppose a state 
board of equalizers. The erdent and 
open advocates of tax revision will 
insist that a state board is necessary 
to make any measure of equalization 
lasting and effective. 

As a proof of this claim, they avill 
cite the equalization measure enacted 
by the Farmers’ alliance legislature of 
1890, which accomplished some good 
results, but which was repealed by 
the succeeding legislature because it 
made no provision for a state board or 
for equalization among counties. 

The Line-Up. 

This line-up will be brought about 
when Representative Sheppard, of 
Sumter, offers, as it is believed he 
will, as a substitute for the amended 
Lipscomb bill, the bill prepared by him 
and reported first by the ways and 
means committee, which substantially 
adopts the provisions of the Lipscomb 
bill so far as county boards are con- 
cerned, btu which fails to make any 
provision far a state board or for 
equalization among the counties. 

It ils probable that all of the mem- 
bers of the house who are against tax 
revision of any sort, and there are 
some who have 80 announced them- 
selves, will oppose the creation of a 
state board and support the Sheppard 
substitute, if the opportunity is of- 


fered. 
Bewteen these factions will be a 
small faction led by Representative 


Stovall, of Elbert, who favor the cre- 
ation of a etate board, but who would 
have the board made up of delegates 
from the various county boards, in- 
stead of being appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

Speaker to Take Floor. 

Following the example set by Henry 
Clay when he was speaker of the na- 
tional house of representatives, SpeaK- 
er Burwell, who is one of the most 
ardent advocates of the creation of a 
State board, will, in all probability, 
take the floor himself and lead the 
debate in favor of tax reform. 

The speaker's abilities as a debater 
are well known ,and he will no doubt 
Prove an invaluable aid to the cause 
of tax reform when he yields wie 
cheir and argues for the equalization 
bill on the floor of the house. 

The speaker does not believe that 
any measure which will meet the de- 
sires of the people and produce the 
needed results ban ce drafted without 
Provision for equalization among the 
counties and for a state board. As to 
his stand on the question, the speaker 
said yesterday: 

Issue Between Honesty and Dishonesty. 

“Viewed as I view it, the question 
ot tax equalization resolves itself into 
the very simple question of honest 
taxation. It is an {ssue between those 
who believe in honesty and those who 
would advocate or wink at dishon- 
esty. That is the whole thing in a 
nutshell. - 

“Tax equalization does not mean the 
increase of tax burdens, either as ap- 
plied to dividuals or to countles. It 
simply means that those individuals or 
ccunties which are not now bearing 
their just and honest share of the bur- 
dens of government will be made to 
pay what ig just and right, and that 
those who are now paying more than 
they should, will be relieved of a part 
oi their burden and allowed to pay less. 

“There is no occasion for the fear 
expressed in some quarters that there 
will be a big increase all along the 
line in the assessments of counties. 
The purpo: of tax revisicn is to have 
reasonable assesments on a basis that 
shall apply equally to all. Some coun- 
ties will havetheir assessments raised 
and others will have their assessments 
luwered, The collection of taxes for 
county purposes need not be affected, 
as counties can raise or lower their 
rate according to the assessment and 
as their needs may require. 


Equal Assessments Desired.

Back to the United States 


supremacy in lawn tennis rests with 
the United. States. The struggle for 
the Dwight F. Davis trophy, emble- 
matic of the international tennis 
championship, ended today on the 
Wimbledon courts in a victory for 
the United States, when Maurice kK. 
McLoughlin, the American singles 
champion, defeated Charles P. Dixon, 
the veteran English player, at 8-6, 
6-3, 6-2. 

The rules of the cup contest called 
for the best three in five matches, and 
the Americans’ previously having 
taken a match each In the singles and 
the doubles, were the winners of the 
coveted trophy when Dixon went down 
before McLoughlin, the score by 
matches being: 

United States 3, Great Britain 1. 

The Britishers had gained their only 
point when J. S. Parke, the Irish play- 
er, won a single match from Mc- 
Loughlin last week. ° 

The official scores of the tourna- 
ment, however, will read: 

United States 3, Great Britain 2, for 
after the McLoughlin-Dixon match to- 
day, R. Norris Williams, of Philadel- 
phia, played he scheduled match with 
Parke, the Irishman winning after 
five sets, 6-2, 5-7, 5-7, 6-4, 6-2. 

Greatest Tourney. 

The Davis cup now goes back to the 
land of Its donor after the most in- 
teresting fight for its possession since 
it first left home In 1903. The vic- 
tory of the Americans today will be 
all the more memorable because it 
Was the first time in the history of 


the cup that seven  countries—the 
United States, Canada, Australasia, 
South Africa, Germany, France and 
Belgium—competed in elimination 


matches for the honor of challenging 
the British holders. : 

Despite his loss in singles to Parke 
last Friday, McLoughlin generally is 
given credit for lifting the cup. The 
dazzling, ot, Playing of the Cali- 
fornian and his sportsmanlike ac- 
tions during the tournament so en- 
deared him to the British followers of 
the game: that, in spite of the keen 
disappointment at the loss of the cup, 
the crowd which witnessed today's 
crucial match gave the Californian the 
Spontaneous ovation usually reserved 
for home idols. 

British tennis enthusiasts had not 
been optimistic that they would re- 
tain the trophy after McLoughlin and 
Harold H. Hackett won the doubles 
match from Dixon and H. Roper Bar- 
rett Saturday, but they were confident 
that Dixon would make a supreme ef- 
fort to defeat McLoughlin today. 

The veteran English player made the 
effort putting ell the finesse and 
science of which he {s master into the 
game; buthis youthful opponent after 
the first set broke down his defense 
at every turn. The American at first 
appeared over-anxious because of the 
responsibility resting upon him for 
in the opening set the loss of one of 
his service games and inaccuracy of 
drives gave the Englishman énough 
aces to make a deuce set before vic- 
tory perched upon the racquet of the 
Californian. 

McLoughlin in Stride. 


In the second set McLoughlin got 
into his stride and thenceforth treated 
the crowd to a quality of service and 
overhead strokes never before seen 
on the historic Wimbledon courts. 
Even his ground strokes had improved 
to such an extent that they hardly 
seemed to be those of the player who 
had lost his match in this department 
of the game to Parke last Friday.

Imost all the entire issue is used as 
security for national bank notes. At 
the present price, however, the dis- 
crepancy between the market value 
and the issues of notes against the 
‘bonds is covered by what is known 
as the 5 per cent redemption fund, de- 
posited by the banks with the treas- 
ury to care for retirements of national 
bank notes. 

Secretary McAdoo announced it was 
not his intention to require the banks 
to charge off the present depreciation 
below par, but that the wanks might 
continue to put in the bonds at par 
in their statements t@ the comptroller 
of the currency, at least “until some 
material change in conditions should 
compel the adoption of another 
course.” 

Statement by McAdoo. 

In his statement Secretary McAdoo 
declared two per cents were worth 
'par—notwithstanding their decline in 
the New York market, and continued: 
| “The idea . seems to be that the 
| country banks, which hold about two- 

thirds of the 2 per cent bonds and use 
them as the basis for their circulat- 
ing notes, may be induced to unite 
with the New York city banks in op- 
position to the bill if they can be 
made to believe that the proposed cur- 
rency measure is going to injure these 
bonds and cause losses to the banks. 
This is, of course, unfounded. 

“Meantime it is folly for any bank 
to sell government 28 at a sacrifice 
because of any apprehended legisla- 
tlon adverse to government bonds, as 
no such legislation will result. In the 
124 years of its existence the govern- 
ment has kept faith scrupulously 
with its creditors, and it !s not going 
to change its honorable character now. 
If the necessities of any bank oblige 
{t to sell bonds at depressed prices, 


! 


that, of course, is another matter—a 
matter solely for the bank to de- 
termine.” 


Worth of Bonds Enhanced. 

“The secretary said that not only 
had nothing occurred to impair the 
value of the 2 per cent bonds, but that 
the amendment already: adopted by 
the banking and currency committee 
of the house enhances their intrinsic 
worth: 

“1, Because the banks and all other 
holders of 2 per cent bonds are given 
a privilege. not now possessed, of ex- 
changing the 2s for 3s without the 
circulation rights at the rate of 5 
per cent per annum of their holdings, 
present or hereafter acquired. So long 
as they do not make the exchange 
they may retain or sell and buy the 2 
per cent bonds and exercise the circu- 
lation privilege attached thereto. 

“2. At the end of twenty years the 
government will pay at par and in- 
terest all 2 per cent bonds which at 
that time remain outstanding. In 
view of the fact that the 2s have no 
due date and are payable after 1930 
only at the option of the government, 
the definite promise of payment at 
the end of twenty years {s distinctly 
beneficial to the holders of the 2 per 
cent bonds. ’ 

“The secretary spoke with amuse- 
ment of the grave statements sent out 
from New York to the effect that if 
the currency bill shall pass and gov- 
ernment deposits are put tn the fed- 
eral reserte banks the 2 per cent 
bonds now used to secure deposits 
will be thrown on the market and 
their value thereby impaired. 

“Ag only $13,900,000 of the 2s out of 
a total $730,882,130 are used to secure 
government deposits, it can be readily 
seen how trivial this is. If these 
bonds are not used to secure deposits, 
they can be used for additional circu- 
latfon. 

Banks Marking Down Price. 

“Nearly all-of the 2s are owned by 
the banks. If the price is marked 
down it is because the banks them- 
selves are putting pressure on the 
market and depressing the value of 
their securities. The fault !s their 
own. It would seem the part of good 
‘sense and gyod business not to do 

tt.” 

“The secretary expressed the hope 
that the process, if continued, will not 
be carried to a point where the de- 
partment will have to take action. 

“There is and always has been a 
narrow market for the 2 per cent 
bonds, just as there -{s for many in- 
active, although high-grade, corpora- 
tion bonds, and everyone knows how 
easy it is to put up or down the quo- 
tations for such bonds, especially 
when a favoring state of mind has 
been skillfully created. 

“The department has, because of its 
relation to the banks and its neces- 
sarily important part in the financial 
affairs of the country, a deep interest 
in the welfare of the banks, in the 
stability of the financial situation and 
in a continuance of the prosperity now 
attaching to agricultural and indus- 
trial enterprises and general busi- 
ness. 

No Reason to Restrict Credit. 

“For those reasons the secretary 
| said he had hoped that the: banks 
‘ would not consider a suggestion from 
him impertinent. In many quarters 
there is a disposition on the part of 
the banks to- restrict legitimate 
credits. There is nothing fh the situa- 
tion to warrant Buch a course. The 
banks should not put undue restraints 
on business. Should any unusual 
stringency appear the secretary said 
“that it could easily be met through 
resort to the $590,000,000 emergency 
, Currency now held in reserve which 
can be issued if the banks need it or 
| by use of the resources of the treas- 
ury department or. both. 

“In conclusion, the secretary sald 
with emphasis that there is not go- 
ing to be any financial trouble and 
‘that the large crops now in prospect 
are going to be moved without diffi- 
‘culty, and that the powers of the de- 
partment will be exercised fm their 
greatest amplitude for the protection 
; of the business interests of the coun- 
try.”

Tells Why Investigation

Miss Lynette Awtrey, the daughter 
of Orlando.

which Burns’ detectives are said to 
have been used, is now on her way 
home from Ogden, Utah.

lowing statement as to his daughter's 
disappearance: : 

“My daughter left home in May oa 
a tour of Europe with a party of Geor- 
gians, conducted by Miss Olive Faw, a 
teacher of Marietta.

take it. 

“On completing the first tour thet 
the, party was making, she consulted 
me about the second one, and 
decided to return home. Leaving tle 
party in London, she sailed from South- 
ampton and reached New “York city 
with ample funds, probably about $20). 
She reached there last week. 

“On reaching New York she wired 
me of her safe arrival, and, as 
she had plenty of funds, she seems tv 
have changed her plans for coming di- 
rectly home and to have gone ona trip 
into the west. She had, however, sent 
a portion of her baggage home, and 
wnen {t reached Acworth without her 
the family naturally begen to feel un- 
vasy and started an Investigation as to 
her whereabouts. 

“Waving been away for several 
months, she provably didn't realize that 
a few days of additional delay would 


cause any special uneasiness. 

“On reaching her destination se 
wired me and is now_ en route 
home. She has made several former 
visits to the west and has friends 
there.” 


HOME [S APPROVED 
FOR WAYWARD GIRLS 


Subcommittee Gives Appropria- 
tion of $30,000 for Build- 
ings and Maintenance. 


The subcomittee of the general ap- 
Propriations commitee, which has had 
in hand the bill proposing the estab- 
lishment of a Home for Wayward 
Girls on the line of the State Refrom- 
atory for Boys, concluded its work on 
the bill yesterday and will recom- 
mend a total appropriation of $30,000, 
of which $20,000 !s to be sued for 
buildings and $10,000 for maintenance 
the first year. The measure will go 
before the general appropriations 
committee of the house at its regular 
meeting Tuesday afternoon. 

The measure makes no provision for 
land, but thts part of the problem can 
be solved either by a contribution of 
land for the home or by locating it 
On property in Baldwin county al- 
ready belonging to the state.

The Carnegie museum AlasKa-Siberia 
hunt pictures, shown Monday at the

{the last word in educational pictures. 

These films, made upon the Alaska- 
Siberfa tour of the Carnegie museum, 
of Pittsburg, for the purpose of sclen- 
tific investigation, depict one of the 
greatest adventures of modern times. 
Starting from Seattle, Wash., the ex- 
pedition explored the Alaskan and S!- 
berian costs, also going considerably 
into the interiors, !n search of spect!- 
mens for the museum and to make 
these pictures. 

The films show scenes that have been 
observed but by few white men, and 
bring before the eyes of Atlanta the 
animals, birds and landscapes of the 
frozen north. These scenes are not 
enly of the highest interest and enter 
taining qualities as a show, but are 
also of great importance to science. 
giving scientists the world over oppor- 
tunity to study the habits of the birds 
and animals of these regions in their 
native haunts. 

Some idea of the dexterity required 
to make thdse pictures may be gathe-- 
ed from the\close views of birds and 
animals made\on almost perpendicular 
cliffs overhanging the sea.

I said nothing againge: the relarives 
of elther the mayor or the chairman 
of the board of education, but on the 
contrary, J sald that .hey were excel-

That the whole thing wags a 
species of nepotism and should be 
wiped out of our pvodlic schools and 
especially go, as the people had so 
voted in adopting the charter for com- 
mission government. 

I said nothing offensive about the 
Knights of Pythtas. What I did say 
was in a jocular vein, and was sib: 
stancially what Milam's father-in-law 
had said to me about how strong they 
Were politically, and now they were 
going to “stick to Cholly.” I sald that 
I had a son who was a member of the 
Knights of Pythias, and that I iidp't 
believe it was a political orgar:ra- 
tion, and condemned any effort to use 
them for that purpose.

The conspirators admit their rescal- 
ity in issuing free tickets to a moving 
picture show to keep people away frem 
the mass meeting, but they failed to 
tell about the caucus that they held in 
the office of the Rull Moose Doctor for 
the purpose of defeating and breaking 
up the mass meeting.
